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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not convincing. The 
Examiner has reviewed all of the record and believes the rejections of claims 1-13 are proper. 

Applicant contends that the Examiner has not construed the claim language as consistent with the specification regarding the terms 
"bonded", "agile", "frequency", and "code" and the reference of these terms to channel bonding across both physical (frequency) and 
logical (code) channels. 

The Examiner has shown that Gitlin discloses a system in which transmitters and receivers share both frequency and code space, as 
consistent with the operation of a CDMA system, thereby meeting the claimed limitations. The specific citations in the rejection relate to 
basic operation of a CDMA system - one in which multiple users share a finite number of spreading codes in order to share the same 
frequency spectrum for data transmission without interference or corruption of data. In this way, the transmitters and receivers of Giltin 
are "bonded" and "agile in both frequency and code". Applicant has highlighted a specific description of "bonded" transmitters and 
receivers that are each "agile" in "frequency and code" from the Specification and attempts to further limit the claims with this specific 
description. However, the Examiner has shown in the Final Rejection that the CDMA disclosure of Gitlin applies to the broad terms 
"bonded", "agile", "frequency", and "code" as claimed, without any further limitations to those terms being added to the claims. Applicant 
is encouraged to further specify, through claim amendments, how the claimed transmitters and receivers are specifically "bonded" and 
"agile in frequency and code" that differs from the disclosure of Gitlin and the prior art. 
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
